PURPOSE: To provide a carcinostatic agent composed of specific weight ratios 
of OUGI (root of Astragalus huantchy), BYAKUJUTSU (rhizome of Atractylodes 
lancea), CHIN PI (peel of Citrus unshu), SHOUMA (rhizome of Cimicifuga sim- 
plex), SAIKO (root of Buplenrum falcatum), NINJIN (rhozome of Panax gin- 
seng)', KANZOU (root of Glycyrrhiza glabra), TOUKI (root of Angelica 
acutiloba), SHOUKYOU (rhizome of Zingiber officinale), ONATSUME (fruit 
of Zizyphus jujuba) and REISHI (fruit body of Ganoderma lucidum), free from 
harmful side effect and exhibiting effective action against pulmonary cancer, 
ovarian cancer, etc., in a relatively short time. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective agent is composed of 4 pts.wt. of OUGI, 6 pts.wt. 
of BYAKUJUTSU, 3 pts.wt. of CHINPI, 1 pt.wt. of SHOUMA, 6 pts.wt. of 
SAIKO, 4 pts.wt, of NINJIN, 1 pt.wt. of KANZOU, 3 pts.wt. of TOUKI, 3 
pts.wt. of SHOUKYOU, 4 pts.wt. of ONATSUME and 5 pts.wt. of REISHI. 
For example, a mixture of the above components is extracted with a solvent 
such as water and the extract is preferably orally administered to adults in 
2-3 divided doses daily.

PURPOSE: To provide the subject composition containing papain and citric acid 
and exhibiting excellent effect in a short time without stimulating the skin. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective composition contains 1 pt.wt. of papain (an 
enzyme separated from fruit of papaya) and 0.05-20 pts.wt. (preferably 0.5-5 
pts.wt.) of citric acid. The composition is useful for the bleaching, prevention 
and removal of spots, wrinkles and cuticle or the prevention and remedy for 
rash, athlete's foot, dermatitis, etc.

PURPOSE: To obtain a liposome vaccine having remarkable tumorproliferation 
suppressing effect and useful also for the preparation of antibody for cancer 
diagnosis by reconstituting an antigen-presenting glycoprotein existing on the 
surface of a cancer cell into a specific liposome. 

CONSTITUTION: A liposome is prepared by using a lipid having amide group 
capable of forming a hydrogen bond band in a membrane, a synthetic lipid 
having dipeptide bond near the polar head (preferably yolk lecithin or 
dimyristoyl phosphatidylcholine) in combination with l,2-dimyristoylamide-l,2- 
deoxyphosphatidyl-choline. An aqueous solution of an antigen-presenting 
glycoprotein existing on the surface of a cancer cell is mixed to a suspension 
of the above liposome to obtain the objective liposome vaccine. 
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
